Key Witness Backs Down at Last Minute 
As Wood-Boxley's Investigation Goes On 


To Our Readers: The story of 
William C. Wood - who was assigned a 
CIA code netm at one time and called 
"Bill Baxley” by ilxn Garrison - is st 
least k rnuietJiog!« his iB-nraith em- 
ployment as Garrison's JFK investiga- 
tor. 

Wood 1 had been running Mafia ■ 
characters into jail as a reporter for the 
Denver Post - lust by exposing them end 
cooperating with authorities -- when he 
was first approached by the Central 
tnialli geoce Agency to become a "spook." 

After playing James Bond to se- 
cure ihe job, Wood was marie an oper* 
lions officer, assigned to train CIA agents 
to infiltrate foreign powers and perform 
certain programs, The more than two 
years he worked for the Cf A are » dark 
period in hit life, one that he rt careful 
in making reference to ’'"because many 
of those operations ant stifl underway J| 
Wood described ms job as teaching 
classes in what an upstanding citizen 
wouldn't want to know- For example, 
he taught foreign agents one course in 
■'defense agamst police investigation!/' 

In a nutshell, that bit of adoctatiooai up- 
lifting informed the spook student! 
how to pull off a lob and leave no traces 
(Or police to begin investigating. 

MANY OF TH E revelations concern- 
ing the CIA that hns surface! m recent 
months are what Wood lived with for 
those more than two yean m the early 
1950s. wMfiy

Soon after Wood was shipped buck 
to dm states, never to learn what hap 
petted to his inarparter. 

He was assigned to train case 
Officers at ibe oW CIA center near the 
Lincoln Memorial, 

Arriving in Washington, Wood be- 
gan to drink. All of bis drinking, he said, 
look place in a bar called the "'Keyhole 
Cate/' a hang nut for ClA agents end 
other intelligence officers. 

SOMETIME DURING December of 
1952. after a day's work in a secured 
building. Wood was walking along the 
reflecting pool leading up to the Lincoln 
Memorial, He doesn't recall what hap- 
pened; alt he knows is that suddenly two 
men were at his side. HJ$ clothes were 
covered with blood, and the two men 
told Wood that he had fallen on his face. 

He had bitten a hole through his 
tongue. 

Wood needed a rest. He took a 
leave end returned to his family in Texas, 
whereupon he cam* - down with pneu- 
monia. His leave ww extended and by 
the time ho had rammed to Washington, 
the CIA built a new training center in 
Virgi nia. The center was code named

As the shrink examined him, Wood 
apologized for his condition, "ft's not 
your fault - tYs ours r " tfie doctor re- 
sponded. 

Front then on Wood experienced 
a series of hf&ckoo ts r "something tfke a 
temporary hut strange state of uncon- 
sciousness, ‘ ' he recalled \ 

"I thought it was my drinking," he 
laid. "But l don't know now. Doctors 
could find nothing wrong with me, And 
believe me - I've got evidence that I 
sought medical help,” 

ft was about this time that the CIA 
began to experiment on its personnel with 
LSO, 


About the CIA. Wood "They 
mere good to me, " only moments later 
detailing how the agency could have 
stuck him in a mental hospital to rot for 
the rest of his life , 

As for his drinking. Wood proudly 
points out that by tfn? time he came to 
the Garrison investigation, he had riot 
had s drink in some ten yean - and he 
didn't touch a drop all during the 19 
months that he worked for Big Jim. 

And Ihe blackouts discontinued 
until today doctors now find hi* condi- 
tion normal. 

WOOD'S INTEREST in the Ken- 
nedy assassination was nearly an immedi- 


ate blackouts led him from one 
problem io another. Finally, a security 
officer whom Wood believes was James 
McCord of Watergate fame came to his 
assistance and Wood off -hand edly aug- 
&?$teti: "For two cents, l*d get out of 
this mess." 

Me CORD - OR WHOEVER he 
was - jumped at the remark, and in less 
than a week - “one of the fastest pro- 
cessings |'ve ever seen" - Wood was 
once again a cititen.

Ex-CIA Agent Tells 
His Role In Garrison's 


Conspiracy Probe 

Aging newspaper reporters - even if Lhey’ve worked for the CIA 
-usually carry two dreams with them into retirement. 

One is they fantasize editing their own newspaper, able to write 
- within reason - whatever they’d like. 

They also dream of uncovering the big one - “The Story of the 
Century” - the blockbuster that brings Pulitzer Prize fame and 
the bridesmaids of riches, 

I lived one of those dreams - as editor and executive vice 
president of The Houston Tribune, a metropolitan weeky in a 
booming, seam-bursting city covering what seemed like half of 
southern Texas. 

Then, “along came Jones*' - the reporter’s second big dream - 
in the person of Jim Garrison, who had just announced that he had 
solved the killing of John F, Kennedy and that arrests were im- 
minent. The Story of the Century was waiting just across the 
border in New Orleans like a succulent Gulf oyster on the half 
shell. 


1 made contact with Garrison's office through a mutual 
acquaintance in the Louisiana State Police who had been to 
Houston to check out leads in a case. I likewise managed to 
disengage myself from a final four months of an employment 
contract with the Tribune (much to the relief of its more con- 
servative stockholders, as it turned out} and by mid-April, 1967, 1 
was undergoing a two-hour interview with the Jolly Green Giant 
himself.

Hall has taken part in many activities 
n gainst Cuban rebel government dictator 
Fidel Castro. lo IQ63, Hall was an 
organizer fur an anti Castro rammanrln. 
group led by rtdvlri Ftirrift |Ui| 
arrested that y««r in JritscTSS nj 
authorities who confiscated a large cache 
of guns, ammunition and drugs. 

BOTH MALL AND F«Tie were figures 
in fonner New Orleans Dtst. Atty Jim 
Garrison's controversial investigation of 
die John Kennedy murder case. 

Fertie, a former airlines pilot who had 
worked as 3 private detective for 
ljnuisiana Mafia boss Carlas Marcello, 
was the first person accused by Garrison 
in the Kennedy conspiracy. 

After Garrison's investigation was 
publicized. Feme was found dead m his 
apartment in New Orleans. After his 
death, rilled a suicide, Garrison called 
Ferric "one of the most important in- 
dividuals nf the atfth Century/' Medical 
authorities said a karate chop to the back 
of Ferric's neck could have caused Ms 
death, 

Hall in 196* told thr FBI he had been in 
Dallas in September IMS in connection 
with his anti-Caslro activities and had 
visited Mrs Sylvia udfo. Mrs, Gdlo. a 
Cuban refugee, testified before tin Warren 
Commission tliat a "Leon Oswald” had 
attended a meeting in her home. Later she 
Identified the ‘lion Oswald" as Lee 
Haney Oswald, Ihe man the Warren 
(cun mission eventually designated tire 
lone assassin ot President Kennedy. 

Oswald w as slain by Jack Ruby two days 
after Kennedy was killed 

On Ncn,. 23, 1963, one day after the 
iissassinution, the F til filed a report telling 
or an informant reporting I*oran Hall had 
redeemed a 30.06 rifle from a Los Angeles 
pawn shop 

THK. FBI REPORT concluded 
astonishingly, at least for the timing: 

“No further tuvrstigution was con- 
ducted. as it is obvious Hire the rifle 
mentioned above was not used in n>q 
oration with die assassination of President 
Kennedy.” 

In 1966 Garrison began efforts to got 
California judges to utlradite Hall to New 
Orleans. At first. Halt successfully 
resisted the efforts. 



Halt ri first argued that he bad been in 
Dallas, soliciting aid for anti-Castro ac- 
tivities and Mid visited a Mrs, Odio. He 
said he was accompanied by lAwrence 
Howard a Mexican American fmm East 
IjM Angeles; Calif, and William Seymour 
nf Arizona. 

lliJ! s,iid Seymour is similar In ap- 
pearance fo f^cc Harvey Oswald. Ijiter 
Hall changed his story again, saying be 
tiiid visited Mrs. Odio himself and not with 
Seymour and Lawrence. 

HIS STORY ABOUT life Odfo visit 
changed again m March \X 1963. when 
Hall was interviewed at the Hollywood 
Hills HulM in Hollywood, Catil., by 
Stephen Jnffe, a Garrison investigate 

Jaffa, In his report to Garrison, said:

White in rtmtait in Sqnnnifjer if«3 Hall 
was arrested on a gun charge. Hall told the 
FBI dial a Dallas resident had made 
available *5,000 which Hall used to put up 
bail. 

W R. Morris, a prominent author from 
LomHto, Term., who is working closely 
with ex-CIA agent Harry Dean [Dean 
Falfco) has told TATTTJER he is trying to 
establish whether Hall's bail bond money 
was put up by a former high-ranking 
military officer who has been linked by 
Dean to the Kennedy conspiracy , 

WHEN INTERVIEWED by investigator 
Jaffa in March 1968, a few weeks after 
Hall's discharge from the Veterans Ad- 
ministration Hospital in I os Angeles, he 
said he had a change or heart about 
cooperating in Garrison's investigation. 

Jaffe, in his confidential report to 
Garrison, wrote: 

"Hall stated in regard to his willingness 
t« go la New Orleans to talk to ... Garrison 
this w as new* pi rteetiy agreeable to him „ 
Hr said hr wanted to testify, under with, 
and that be would cooperate i 0 any way 
possible 

It was at this meeting that feU (& jq 
about q meeting In the Los Angeles home 
of Clinton Wheat in 1963 where, Hall said, 
several people with right-wing connections 
plotted the assassination of President 
Kennedy. 

Two months later, in a dramatic Ap- 
pearance before Edwin Meesc, California 
Gov. Ronald Reagan's legal affairs 
secretary. Hall made a dramatic reversal 
of his former position that he knew nothing 
of d Kennedy conspiracy. 

HALL SAID HIS memory had been 
"jogged” by "certain individuals 
reminding me of persons I was in contact 
with in 1963 before the assassination." 

He supplied Mecse with names, in- 
cluding that of Edgar Eugene Bradley, 
whom lie had met while raising funds for 
anti-Castro activities in the Los Angeles 
area. 

“On almost every occasion after I 
finished talking at one of these meetings ."

AUGDSTINOVICH Is diseased at 
length in an affidavit, witnessed by four 
persons, given in Garrison^ mv^tigation 
by Calvin Barton Bull, a witness In the 
Garrison, probe. 

Bull, in the affidavit, said it was based 
on a 160-page report that Augustinovfch 
kept under his mattress until k was stolen 
and conversations among Bull, 
Augustinovich and Garrison investigator 
Gary Sanders, 

Bull’s affidavit tells of an allegiance 
among Communists, the CIA and the John 
Birch Society In plotting the death of 
President Kennedy. 

"Three Communiib agents, one CIA 
undercover agent made t onlart with five 
men,” Bull said in Hie nniortied 
statement. 

"The five men aU belong W ur support 
the John Htrrta Sflflfly jSSQ.WH 111 $3(1 hills 
exchanged hands as a retainer fn kilt 
Pre&ldcul Kennedy rrialiatigii hsr hi* 
umter the-tahlr payment of Jl miltlon in 
the CIA for anyone who could sarcejisIuTly 
kill both Raoul and Fidel Caste This was 
also In retaliation for Kennedy s backing 
Eif the antH-'anlrq graaps. 

■Several close aitentpU agaifisl (’astm 
laited. Contart was further established 
through an unknown Ruslan agent 
working at the Russian consulate in New

Hell's statement goe& on to say that, 
"They furnished the patsy Oswald, who 
they knpw was working for the CIA, spying 
on them-" 

Without elaboration. Bull’s affidavit bsfs 
as an assassin” a ' Thomas Kane 
i alias)' 1 described as having been horn in 
the U.S., having once lived in New York 
CUy. of medium height with black hair. 

Other suur^ say that Oswald, while he 
workrif for the CIA.was given the code 
name "Tom Kane." 1 


Bull affidavit was described as "Tony,” 
American-born lieutenant under Caste 
who was known in Cuba as “The Butcher.” 

"Both af thr above were picked up in 
Miami by persons driving a tight blue or 
light green Rambler with Texas plates,” 
Boll raid In Lbe affidavit. "Die car 
proceeded to New Orients and stayed two 
day*.” 

It is interesting to note that after leaving 
the Texas School Book Depository in 
Healey Plata in Dallas a few minute after 
lbe Kennedy assassination, Oswald was 
seen getting into a tight green Rambler 
station wagon driven by another /nan, 
according to eye witnesses ignored by the 
Warren Commission. The Rambler pulled 
away toward Oak Cliff, where a Lw 
minutes later, Oswald was arrested at the 
Texas Theater after allegedly gunning 
down Dallas Policeman J.D, Tippitt, 

DIE WITNESS TO the Rambler in 
Oealey Plaza was former honors- winning 
Dallas County Sheriffs Deputy Roger Dean 
Craig, whose testimony was discounted by 
the Warren Commission. A decade later, a 
statement hy another witness, who 
documented Craig’s eve-witness 
testimony, turned up in the National Ar- 
chives. 

Craig was recently found shot to death In 
Dallas His death ruled a .suicide, 

Fram New Orleans, according ta Bull s 
affidavit, the two assassins took a bus fo 
New York City In brief Oswald with false 
Information because they knew ht worked 
for the CTA.

That Oswald was a "patsy” and a Cl A 
agent is dramatically backed up by Dean- 
Faticm, who la working closely with 
Morris, the Tennemee author who wrote 

The Twelfth of August," the biography of 
Buford Pusser, the hero^heriff of the 
movie "Walking Tall" 

Dean-Fnllofi, who has had several 
telephone conversations with TATTLER, 
claims he was Oswald's partner ki the 
CIA, 

Dean has visited Oswald s grave in Fort 
Worth's Rose Hill Cemetery every year on 
the anniversary of the accused assassin's 
death. 

iVIORHfS FIRST MET Dean in 1966 In 
Bose Hill Cemetery when the former CIA 
agent was placing a vase of large yellow 
mums on Oswald s grave. 

Dean was hiterv tewed anonymously for 
the Tom Snyder "Tommoragw” show at 
SBC headquarters in New York City 
recently, hut the Interview was never 
broaden st 

While In New York, registered under the 
name "I Van Kali fin." his hotel room was 
burglarized and a suit of clothing was 
taken. Dean suspects the burglary was a 
cover for searching his roam. 

The former CIA agent flew to Chicago 
recently for m Interview with TATTLER 
representatives, hut »Hf|r at O'Han? 
Airport, “was frightened by $omttliiag" 
and Immediately flew hark ta CallfnrtLia, 

Morris' own investigation, as well as (he 
probes of other researchers, has shown 
Involvement of Eugene Hale Steading, also 
known as Jim Braden, in the Kennedy 
conspiracy'.

Many of them contributed 
worthwhile Information and performed 
valuable services, 

AFTER THE PERJURY conviction of 
Dean Andrews fa colorful assistant 
district attorney of Jeffereon Parish, 
l/huisiana, charged with perjury in con- 
nection with his knowledge about Clay 
Shaw and “Clay Bertrand"), Garrison

Few men in American political history 
have drawn Ihe firepower (hat bombarded 
Jim Garrison througbrnii his investigation 
- and since. 

On the other hand, he seemed to have a 
proclivity for inviting more, He seldom 
blissed an opportunity to Insult, and 
whenever possible, subpoena or file 
charges against members of the nation's 
news media. 

But, unlike the jury that acquitted the 
late Clay Shaw in less than an hour, history 
is more ponderous in rendering its ver- 
dicts.

The death of tamer Dallas County 
sheriff's deputy Roger Desalt Craig hrings 
lo at least 30 the number of persons 
directly connected with the irrvratigMMi 
who have died unnatural deaths. 

Craig, who died of a gunshot wound May 
J5 ( apparently tot* his own life, authorities 
said. 

me death of Craig, who was featured In 
a June 6, 3975 TATTUSR special report on 
assassinations* brought 3 mysterious end 
lo the ex-lawman's decade-lung effort In 
prove through his eye-witness evidence 
that a conspiracy was involved in the 
staying of President Kennedy.

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As Member of Warren Commission , 
Then-Congressman Ford Edited Out 
Information Linking Oswald to FBI 


President Gerald Ford played a key role in hushing the truth 
about the assassination of President John F. Kennedy. 

For his book, “Portrait of an Assassin,” Ford faked damaging 
material to disprove connections of accused assassin Lee Harvey 
Oswald and the Federal Bureau of Investigation and the Central 
Intelligence Agency. 

Working from a transcript of a “Top Secret” closed door 
session of the Warren Commission, Ford, a member of the panel, 
“edited” out controversial material that discussed links between 
Oswald and the intelligence community. 


This would never have been known had 
not government lawyers lost their decade- 
long bailie to block declassification of the 
Jan. 27. 1964. session. Aurhor -researcher 
Harold Weisberg. after years of courtroom 
maneuvering, finally gained access to the 
document in the National Archives He 
analyzes his findings in his new book. 

Whitewash IV. JFK Assassination 
Transcript." 

He also charges that a senator on the 
Warren Commission disagreed with its 
lone-assassin theory', but documents were 
faked to show the decision of the seven 
commission members as being 
unanimous. 

Weisberg also reveals in his fourth book 
challenging the commission findings that: 


COMMISSION MEMBERS expressed 
considerable reservations about pursuing 
an investigation of reports accused 
assassin Lee Harvey Oswald was an in- 
telligence agent or informer. They ob- 
viously were afraid FBI director J. Edgar 
Hoover might get angry at them 
Former CIA director Allen Dulles, a 
member uf the commission, said it would 


W(«nl to 

said in effect Oswald could have boen "n 
CIA informer without him knowing about 
it 


This is revealed In a "Top Secret" 
transcript of a Jao. 27, 1964. commission 
executive session. Weisberg went to 
federal court under the "Freedom of In- 
formation Act” to win its declassification. 

A decade later, in confirmation hearings 
on his nomination as Vice President to 
succeed Spiro Agnew, Ford would deny 
Uiat Ik placed in his book any material 
except what was contained in the 26 
volumes of Warren Commission material 
the government sold to the public. 

But it took Weisberg years of legal 
maneuvering, assisted by Washington 
attorney Jim l>esar, before the National 
Archives would declassify and surrender 
the transcript President Ford quoted from 
in his book published in 1965. 

WEISBERG, AN indefatigable in- 
vestigator, used all of his skills as an in- 
vestigative reporter, former Senate in- 
vestigator and onetime OSS man. in his 10- 
year effort to prove a conspiracy in the 
shooting of Kennedy on the streets of 
Dallas on Nov. 22, 1963. (The OSS stands 
for Office of Strategic Scrives. which was 
the World War II forerunner of the CIA.) 

In "Whitewash IV,” Weisberg discloses 
for the first time the relationship he had 
with Sen Richard Bissell Bussell, the late 
Georgia Democrat and conservative 
leader who served on the Warren Com- 


mission. 

Weisberg learned from private sources 
that Russell had disagreed with the basic 
conclusions of the commission’s report. 
The author said he obtained "irrefutable 
proof" that the record of Russell's ob- 
jections had been destroyed. He wrote the 
senator and began a series of meetings 
with him. 

Weisberg writes that Russell “was 
satisfied there had been a conspiracy, that 
no one man could have done the known 
shooting and that we have not been told 
the truth about Oswald by the federal 
agencies.’ " 

He was shaken by the proof that he had 
***en imposed upon and history per- 
verted." Weisberg said. "He asked me to 
conduct a further investigation to prove 


whether or not there still existed o tran- 
script of the executive session Russell had 
forced on Sept. 18, 1964. just before 
publication of the Warren Report, which 
went to press less than a week later arid 
then was in page proof." 

AFTER WEISBERG gave Russell proof 
a transcript of the meeting didn’t exist, 
that the commission had destroyed 
records of the senator's disbelief. Russell 
resigned his chairmanship of the Military' 
Affairs Committee, divesting himself of 
"oversight” responsibilities over the CIA. 

Only short daily press notices referred to 
the severed friendship of Russell to 
President Lyndon B. Johnson, who suc- 
ceeded Kennedy and appointed Russell to 
the commission. 

"What did not appear is that to his dying 
day Russell, the most conservative of the 
commissioners, continued to urge me to 
disprove the report be had been tricked 
into agreeing to sign." 

According to Weisberg, Russell had told 
Chief Justice Earl Warren: 

“Just put a little footnote in there at the 
bottom of the page saying Senator Russell 
dissents.’ "

agreed on to entice Russell to sign, 
Weisberg said “...but the specific 
language and the thrust of the Report 
remained unchanged. It says exactly what 
Russell would not agree to, what Russell 
did not believe about the shooting and the 
wounds.” 

THE MAIN POINT Russel] objected to 
about the report was its contention that 
Lee Harvey Oswald fired shots that lolled 
President Kennedy and wounded Gov. 
John Connally. 

The declassified transcript of the Jan. 
27. 1964, executive session, opens with 
commission general counsel J. Ikc Rankin 
explaining lie had received a call from the 
then Texas attorney general who "was 
quite excited." Carr said he had received 
information that "the FBI had an un- 
dercover agent who was Oawald..." 

This was apparently based on never- 
confirmed reports sweeping Dallas at the 
time that Oswald was FBI informant No. 
179 and had been employed by the FBI at 
F200 per month from September of 1962 
until the assassination 14 months later. 

After the briefing by Rankin on the 
reports Oswald was an intelligence agent 
Rankin suggested he should personally 
confront Hoover and ask for proof the 
reports were not true. 

Then Rep. Hale Boggs, a commission 
member who died in an Alaskan airplane 
crash in 1972, asked: “What other alter- 
natives are there?” 


COMMISSION MEMBERS then

FBI agent John F Malone quisled Nixon 
tn New York on Feb. 28, 1964. The agent 
reported to J, Edgar Hoover. 

"Mr. Nixon advised that the only time he 
was hi Dallas, Texas, during 1963, was twn 
days prior to the assassination uf 
President John F- Kennedy.*"
